While he was yet a com paratively young man,] 
th e labors of Lord Northcliffe, the world’s most! 
powerful figure in journalism , were brought to an 
end yesterday m orning. 
Starting in life simply, 
he attained great wealth and distinction in his 
favorite field. A t the time of his death, he owned 
or controlled sixty publications, among them three 
power fid London daily newspapers. 
As has several tim es happened with great pub­ 
lishers in this country, Lord N orthcliffe essayed 
the role of a political W arwick in G reat B ritain It 
was largely through the influence of his newspa- 
pers that the Asquith m inistry was overthrown, 
in the midst of the war, and Lloyd George elevat­ 
ed to the premiership.

ceased, however, before the two had fallen out, 
and a b itter feud lasting until 
the 
publisher’s

These lead to the selfish 
philosophy of life as expressed by a famous w riter 
named Hobbes, a man well known to students of 
English literature. 
Secondly, the golden rule, wKich by the way, 
Christ did not originate, needs to be applied ac­ 
cording to C hrist’s Diamond Rule, which is as 
follows: “ Love one another, even as I have loved 
you.”

WASHINGTON, Aug. 19.~Presl- 
dent Harding today placed the stamp 
of his approval upo» Senator Borah’» 
bill, providing for the creation of a 
coal commission to investigate the 
entire coal situation with a view to 
ultimate re-organisation on 
or 
by 
government control, of the industry, if 
found necessary. 
In telephonic con­ 
versation with Senator 
Borah, 
the 
President is said to have expressed 
himself as favoring the bill, which 
has been before him for about two 
weeks. 
The president suggested twomiajor 
,-hanges in the measure, which Sena­ 
tor Borah agreed to, first that the 
proposed commission consist of five 
Instead of three members as now pro­ 
vided, and, second, that the commis­ 
sion be composed of men not identified 
with the doal industry, either as op­ 
erators, dealers or workers. 
The bill was held up by the senate 
labor committee, of 
which 
Senator 
Borah is chairman, after a majority of 
its members decided to defer action 
on it until the President prepared hi3 
opinion. Borah theit took the bill to 
the White House and submitted it to 
the President. 
Several conferences have been held 
by Borah with the President since. 
Other senators, upon learning of the 
President’s action, construed it 
as 
indicating the President was determin­ 
ed to have the entire cóal situation 
sifted to the bottom, in accordance 
wih recommendations for a coal com­ 
mission, which he incorporated in his 
message to congress yesterday. 
Borah said he intended to call his 
committee together as soon as pos­ 
sible in an effort to have it reported 
to the senate at once.
